The M ahoning valley electric lines 
were swamped and all the bridges 
washed away. 
The Catholic church at 
N iles was struok by lightning and 
nearly destroyed by fire, w hile business

were badly flooded. 
Henry Myers, a tailor.w hile standing 
at his residence, on Mill street, was 
struck by lightning and killed instantly. 
He leaves a fam ily. 
The excursion 
trains from Lake Brie were all sid e­ 
tracked 30 m iles oat. 
On every railroad leading into the 
ciry come reports of extensive wash­ 
outs and bridges swept away, and rail­ 
road officials say the loss will be the 
heaviest they have ever known. 
Along Crab creek, running into the 
city in the northeast along the Erie aud 
Lake Shore railroads, and em ptying 
into the M ahoning river, near the Lake 
Shore depot, the cloudburst occurred 
about ten miles out. 
As it had stopped raining the people 
living iii the valley did not pay auy 
attention to the writer. 
.Suddenly the 
water raine down the valley into the 
city and formed into a flood, sweeping 
everything that was not fastened down 
before it. 
The bed of the creek was not more 
than 26 feet wide, and the flood spread 
out to a width of about 2,000. 
It rose 
quickly, and in less than 30 m inutes 
the water was up to the secoud story 
of all the dw elling houses in the flooded 
district, and was -till rising. 
The whole district was covered w ith 
darkness, except one small place, where 
a lone electric light shone. 
Firem en, 
police and others were on hand quickly, 
but were powerless to rescan anybody, 
as not a boat of any kind was to be had 
in that portion of the city. 
The cries 
of the people in the houses wore heart­ 
rending to those 
w h o stood at the 
w ater’s edge and were forced to retreat 
slow ly on account of the gradually ris­ 
ing water. 
It is believed that m any people were 
drowned. 
One whole fam ily was heard crying 
for help from upstairs windows, when 
suddenly there was a grinding noise as 
if the house was being moved from irs 
foundation and noon the cries from that 
' place ceased. 
The intense darkness 
made it impossible to see what was going 
on, but it is supposed that the house 
and its occupants went down in the 
flood. 
People at the w ater’s edge heard a 
man crying for help wno apparently 
was being carried down by the flood. 
The voice grew fainter and it is sup­ 
posed the unfortunate man perished. 
P itifu l cries for help were heard con­ 
tinually, bat the crowd on the shore 
could do nothing in the w ay of giving 
aid. 
Policem en and firemen w ent at 
once to another part of the city after 
boats. 
It was m idnight before boats were 
gotten to the flooded Crab creek dis­ 
trict, and the work of rescue could be 
started.

DeafBM« . 
It has been stated that three peiraons 
out of every five in this oountry who 
have attained the age of 40 y ears are 
more or less deaf in one or both ears. 
A large proportion of this deafness is 
caneed by ciitarTb, and m ^ ical treat­ 
ment for difficulty of bearing is usually 
directed to the catarrhal source. In Eu­ 
rope much of the deafness is hereditary . 
Dr. J ames Kerr Love of Glasgow re­ 
cently read a paper on deafness before 
the Roy al society of Edinburgh, from 
which it appears that congenital deaf- 
ne^ may be either hereditary in the di­ 
rect line or in collateral branobea, and 
that it depends on not one, but many 
anatomical defects. 
Intermarriage of 
deaf persona perpetuates but does not 
accentuate the tendency of deafness. 
The bearing brothers and sisters of deaf 
motes are as likely to have deaf mnte 
offspring as if they had been deaf mutes 
themselves. 
Consanguinity of parents 
emphasizes family defects, and in this 
way many cases of cx mgeuital deafness 
occur. 
One of the most singular points 
of Dr. Love’s paper was the assertion 
that the state had the right to control 
the marriage of persons belonging to 
families badly tainted with deafness.

Deafn 
It has been stated that three persons 
out of every five in this country who 
have attained the age of 40 years are 
more or less deaf in one or both ears. 
A large proportion of this deafness is 
caused by catarrh, and medical treat­ 
ment for difficulty of bearing is usually 
directed to the catarrhal source. In Eu­ 
rope much of the deafness is hereditary. 
Dr. James Kerr Love of Glasgow re­ 
cently read a paper on deafness before 
the Royal society of Edinburgh, from 
which it appears that congenital deaf­ 
ness may be either hereditary in the di­ 
rect line or in collateral branches, and 
that it depends on not one, bat many 
anatomical defects. 
Intermarriage of 
deaf persons perpetuates but does not 
accentuate the tendency of deafness. 
The bearing brothers and sisters of deaf 
mutes are as likely to have deaf mute 
offspring as if they had been deaf mutes 
themselves. 
Consanguinity of parents 
emphasizes family defects, and in this 
way many cases of congenital deafness 
occur. 
One of the most singular points 
of Dr Love’s paper was the assertion 
that the state had the right to control 
the marriage of persons belonging to 
families badly tainted with deafness.

Blake's nomination was suggested by 
President McKinley, and he has the hest 
wishes of the administration and its I 
friends.

A. H. McCoy was forced out of the con- 
t a t because of his friendship for Hon. j 
J. B. Foraker, who did forego the pleas­ 
ure of meeting his political friends at 
the state convention, and stood nobly at 
his post, making a splendid fight for 
th e shepherd and his flocks and the pot­ 
tery industry. 
To him we will sing 
peons of praise for duty well done. 
W e would indeed be loath to believe 
that 
President 
McKinley 
had any­ 
thing to do with the nomination of 
Blako, or the methods used to bring 
about that nomination. 
Tile president 
is not a voter of either district, and it 
would be unbecoming in him and con­ 
trary to the political doctrine taught by 
him a few years ago iii East Liverpool. 
H e said in a spoooh that the principle of 
the Republican party was a government 
pf the people,-for the people and by the 
people, and that ail citizens should vote 
in all elections and that every vote 
should be counted without fear or in­ 
timidation. 
Any other course on the 
president’s part would he considered an 
attempt at personal government and 
dictation in local government which 
would be resisted by the loyal Republi­ 
cans of the county. 
Bossism in parly politics should be 
forever stamped out, and intolerance 
and bigotry in our elections should be 
sat upon. 
But to return to the subject matter. 
If there was criminality in bringing

ing of morality aud the encouraging of 
religion aud education 
properly en­ 


forced. 
I have every reason to believe 
that he could not b<* prevailed upon to 
take part in any meeting to prevent, by 
so called public indignation, th 
forcemeat of all laws against houses 
imparity or the violation of laws 
straining saloons from doing business 
th** Sabbath day or after hours, 
would not seek during his candid)

TATTOOING. 


C rim in a l* . S u r p r isin g to R e la te , (teem t o 
H a r e rn W e a k n e s s F o r I t. 
“ It is a curious fact, to which crim ­ 
inologist* have not [»aid much attention, 
that a large proportion of instinctive 
criminals have tattoo marks pat upon 
their persons,” said lh*. George 8. Wil­ 
liams, physician of the Missouri peni­ 
tentiary. 
“ It is a paradox that this 
fancy should be a part of the criminal 
mind, for a tattoo marks the subject 
for life. 
It would seem more natural 
for the criminal to avoid all such marks 
in order to the better conceal his iden­ 
tity from the sleuths of the law. 
The 
n|>e|‘ition of tattooing is quite painful, 
but even this is not a deterrent. 
Crim­ 
inals, by the way, seem able to stand 
more pain than persons of honest in­ 
stincts and habits. The desire to be tat­ 
tooed, however, is the strangest and 
most incomprehensible freak of the I 
criminal intellect. It cannot be acconnt- 
' ed for on any other hypothesis than 
that there is an unyielding and invari­ 
able compensating law of nature which 
operates in the interest of orderly con­ 
duct and behavior. 
But for the tattoo 
marks with which many hardened aud 
incorrigible 
wretches 
decorate their 
skin many a criminal who is now con­ 
fined behind stftmg prison walla where 
he can do the world the least amount 
of harm would be at liberty today, 
preying on society. 
‘‘The custom of tattooing is as pop­ 
ular among tho female criminals as 
among the males, though women rarely 
havo tho murk put in as conspicuous 
places as the men. There is an interest­ 
ing field of study here for the student 
of criminology. 
Lombroso has merely 
culled attention to the fact of which I 
speak without attempting to explain 
the causes that lead to it, but ho is the 
only specialist of unto that seems to 
have given the matter any notice. 
It 
more frequently happens than otherwise 
that criminals who submit to the tat­ 
tooing operation choose u design Fug 
gcstive of (lie lewd and libidinous, and 
in til is is contained the positive hint of 
a diseased condition of mind which 
probably explains the real cause of the 
foolish and unbusinesslike custom. The 
habit seems to be so universal among 
instinctive criminals that I am inclined i 
to believe there must be some one or 
more institutions in tho country where 
they get the work done. 
Few of them 
here will give the slightest hint of when 
or where they had the work done, which 
loads to tile supposition that it is one of 
the numerous secrets of the craft. ” ■
